squadron.

For monthg it has been evident to the
keen abserver that a cllmax was gsoon
to come in the strained relations be-
tween the United States and Japan,
growing out of the dissatisfaction of the
latter eountry with the tariff enacted
by congress, which she eclalmed dis-
eriminated against her productions,and
with the action of this government In
annexing Hawall and refusing to cons
slder Japan's claim for damages agninst
the Island republic, which h:s clanimed
this government ought to®satisfy, In
addition, it mnight be added that Japan,
having demonstmated her supremacy in
Eastern affalrs by humbling antiguat-
ed China, felt herself fully able to cope
with a civilized natlon. Desldes the
glory that would come to her from de-
fenting the United Statea, she would be
in a position to arrogate to herself the
title and all that might attach to the
dignity of the ruler of the Pacitie.
So far as hor dreams were concevned,
she would seécure Hawall ag o result of
a war with thia country, and asg a part
of the spolls of a succes=ful war could
demand and annex Alaska.

THE CABUBS BELLI,

All of thesge Influences actuated her
in taking the step to bring about war,
The casus belll consisted In an unwar-
ranted attack by four of her crulsers
upon the Upited States steamships
Philadelphin and the old time Mar-
fon, which were stationed at Honolulu
to protect American Interests. With-
out o moment's warning the four ships
of Japan promptly swept down upon
the two ships and demanded thelr sur-
render, The commanded of the Mar-
fon wigely struck her flag, but Rear
Admiral Miller, who was on board the
Philadelphia at the time, hesitated,
and for a purpose. Fortunately, the
crulser was just ready to leave Honol-
ulu to engage In target  practice,
Bteam was up and the ammunition was
in readiness for service, Just as soon
ns the message was recelved demand-
ing the surrender of the ship the crew
was quitely mustered to general quar-
ters: and before slgnal was made de-
clining to surrender the order was
passed to lond. The sllent but suspect-
ed activity on the Americas was view-
ed with distrust by the Japanese, An
Instant later the chain to her ground-
ed anchor slipped overboard with a
quick release, and the Philladelphla,
under the Impulee of her opened throt-
tles, pushed quickly ahoad. At the
same moment a deflant vell burst from
her decks and her guns on the star-
board side sent forth a desiructive
salvo, and a wild cheer of joy followed
when It was found that one of the
Japanege cruisers had suffered mortally
from the fire. The Japanese ships pe-
turned the fire, swung about and start-
ed after the American man-of-war:
but the latter, taking advantage of her
position and first maneuver, was soon
steaming out of the harbor at a rapld
pace. A running fight followed but
the Philadelphin escaped serious in-
Jury, and proving to be the swifter,
slowly dropped her pursuers astern
By nightfall she was fifteen miles
ahead of the foremost Japanese vessel
and firing had long slnce ceased. All
night the Philadelphin  was pushed
and the next morning all hands were
delighted to see in the offing the battle-
ship Oregon, the Olymphin, recently re-
turned from Japan, the crulsers Bal-
timore and Charleston and the coast-
defense shlp Monterey. Fearing that
the entire Japanese navy might be
assembled off Hawall, Rear Admiral
Miller determined not to engage until
he had been jolned by the fleet under
the command of Rear Admira! 8leard
He therefore returned to the coast of
Callfornia to defend It In case the Jup-
anese ships should attempt an attack,

PREPARATIONS

In the meantime the navy department
wias hastening work on vessels under
construction and those undergoing re.
palrs, Torpedo boats were turnod out
a8 rapidly as possible, shipped
land, and floated In the waters of
Ban Franciseo Bay, where they were
promptly placed In commission. The
monitors on the Atlantic coast wepe
retained there to defend it in case of
attack; but no manoeuver of thut kind
was expected, as It was known that
the Japanese fleet wiug now off the
Hawallan Islands awalting re-en-
foreements from home, when It was
purposed to seek the Unlted States
ehips of war. Evidently the Japanese
were not In suffielent force as yet
attack the vessels now under Hear Ad-
miral Miller's command, or they would
have moved offensively before the pres
ent,

Freparations were now made for glv
Ing battle to the Japanese flect. Btores
were taken aboard; the supply of pow.
der and projectiles was Increased tg
the maximum; and the officers and
men were given thelr Nnal instructions
As o thelr dutles In actlon. When all
was In readiness, Rear Admirnl Miller
divided the force Into two divisions,
with Rear Admiral Steard in_command
of ong of them. This formatlon was
to be retalned untll the enemy should
be sighted, when Rear Admiral Miller
purposed to put Intoeffect a programme
which he had already prepared, and
which he Intended followlng unjess
elreumstinces dictated a play of o dif-
ferent charscter.

It waa a goodly fleet that Jeft San

bear troops from Alaska to Oregon,
whence a milltary Invasion of the
United States would be attempted,
This news stirred the Americans to the
utmost, and all were anxious to meet
the foo,

Obeying the orders Issued to him,
Rear Admiral Sleard touched at Acap-
uleo on hig way north, and then pros
ceeded to 8an Francleco, where n june-

THE FLEETS MET.

It Is well known in naval circles
that It requlres ten times the foree
to take a place that it does to defend
it. This had been the

Th American fleet had started from
San Franciseo two days before the
Japanese left the harbor of Honalulu,
and one falr morning the opposing
fleet sighted ench other but a compar-
atively short distanece from the Pearl
of the Paclfie, The commander-in-
chief of the Japanese squadron at onoce
formed hig vessels in Hne abreast, In
the center was the new battleship, Fujl,
which had but just left the ghip yard
in England. To her right was the hat-
tle-ship Chin-Yuen-Go, formerly Chen
Yuen, which had beon captured in the
battile of Wel-Hal-Wel from the Chine
One the left of the central ship
was the armored crulser Fusoo, and on
each side were the armored crulsers
Hiyel, Riujo, Chiyoda and Hel Yan.
A second line was composged of the
protected crulgers Matsushima, su-
kushima, Hashidate, Yoshino, Naniwa,
Takachiho, Akltsusu, Buma, Akashi.
Tdzumi and Tal Yen. Nine unprotected
cralgers were held In regerve.  Near
the first line, so as to be useful, If the
apportunity came, steamed the torpede
gun vessel Tatsuta and about fAfty tor-
pedo boats. It will be seen that the
Japanese navy was out In foree, and
that the coning battle was ta be the
declalve struggle of the war.

Opposed to the, Japanege squadron,
wear Admiral Miller had under his
command the battle-ships lowa, Ore-
gon, Indlane and Massachusetts, the
socond-class battle-ships Maine and
Texas, and the armored crulsers Brook-
Iyn and New York, which formed his
first line.

Japanese in the rear of their line of
battle,

By a luoky shot the Nanlwa struck
the Texas In_her vitals, exploding a
boiler and wrecking her engine rooms,
while n chance torpedo sent her to the
bottom. The uppalling nature of the
mishup to the Texas was hardly noticed
In the confusion, while It was but short
work for the New York, coming up, to
reduce the Nanlwa to submission,

With the Nower of the fleet destroyed,
the unharmed Ameriean battle-ships
were making unresting havoe among
the remaining unarmored ships of the
Japanese. Again the last of the Jap-
anese torpedo boata made a dash, but
the withering fire from the small guns
checked the movement before material
damuage was done. Under the protec-
tlon of a heavy fire from the Amerlean
ghips, our own torpedo boats made a
counter dash, and while but three
lived to return, the lose to the cnemy
was four of her largest crulsers,

Appreclating that the battle was Jost,
the Japanese commander-in-chief slg-
naled a general retreat, With all steam
they made for Honolulu, and once he-
hind a line of torpedo boats and under
the protection of the shore batteries,
they felt sure they could malntaln an
effective resistance,

THE RETREAT.

Rear Admiral Miller signaled to his
vessels to pursue, and battle ships,
eruvisers and gunbonts vied with one
another In their efforts to catch the
foe. They were successful, and before
the Japanese had reached their goal
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only thelr speediest and few remaining
ships of foree were left to face another
battle, The struggle was short, sharp |
nnd conclusive, though It cost us four
of our gunboats and the substantial
disablement of two of our crulsers, Too
far from home to run for Japan, the
few remalning Japanese turned for
Haonolulu, Their remalning topmlo |
boats tried to cover the rear of their
fiyving sqadron, but they were soon
brushed aside and periehed under o
well directed fire from the secondary |
batteries of the American ships. Some |
of the Japanese voessels, however, did
reach Honolulu ahead of the pursuing
Ameriean vessels, Night coming on,
Rear Admiral Miller decided to wait
until morning before making further
demonstration,

At daybrenk the next morning a fag
of truce wns ralsed, the Japanese ap-
preciating the hopeleganess of escape
or effective resistence.

Surrender was guickly effected, and
with that submission the end of the
war was practically accomplished

In his report to the department Rear
Admiral Miller was unstinted in his
pralee of officers and men while under
fire and during the long, trying hours
of pursult; and this Is particularly
significant when It I remembered that
the Amerlcans, unlike the Japanese,
had never been exposed before to fire
under modern conditiong of naval war-
fare .
